COVENANT
PREAMBLE -

In order to promote international co-operation and
to secure international peace and security by the
accepance of obligations not to resort to war, by the
prescription &f open, just and honorable relations
between nations, by the firm establishment of the
understandings of internationsl law as the actual rule
of conduct among governments, and by the main-
tenance of justice and a scrupulous respect for all
treaty obligations in the dealings of organized people

¢ with one another, the Powers signatory to this cove-

nant adopt this consitution of the league of nations:

ARTICLE 1

The action’ of the high contracting parties under
the terms of this convenant shall “be effrcted
through the instrumentality of a meeting of a body
of delegates representing the high contracting
parties, of meetings at more frequent intervals of
an executive council, and of a permanent interna-
tional secretariat, to be estublished at the seat of
the league.

ARTICLE 1II.

Meetings of the body of delegites shall be held at
stated intervals and from time to time as occasion
may require for the purpose of dealing with matters
within the sphere of actjon of the league. Meetings
of the body of delegates shall be held at the seat
of the league or at such other places as may be found
convenient, and shall eonsist of representatives of the
high contracting pnarties. Each of the high con-
tracting parties shall have one vote, but may have
not more than three representatives,

ARTICLE I1L

The executive couneil shall consist of representa-
tives of the United Statos of America, the British
Empire, France, Italy and Japan, together with rep-
resentatives of four other States, members of the
league. The selection of these four States shall be
made by the body of delegates on such principles
and in such manner as they think fit. Pending the
appointment of these representatives of the other
States, representatives of (blank left for names)
shall be members of the executive council.

Meetings of the council shall be held from time to
time as occaslon may require and at least'once a year
at whatever place may be decided on, or failing any
such decision, at the seat of the league, and any
matter within the sphere of action of the league or
affecting the peace of the world may be dealt with
at such meetings.

Invitations shall be gent to any Power to attend a
meeting of the counecil at which such matters directly
affecting its interests are to be discussed, and no de-
cision taken at any meeting will be hmdmg on such
Powers unless so invited.

ARTICLE 1V

All matters of procedure at meetings of the body
of delegates or the executive council, including the
appointment of committees to investigate particular
matters, shall be regulated by the body of delegates
or the executive council and may be decided by a
majority of the States represented at the meeting.

The first meeting of the body of delegates and the
executive couneil shall be summoned by the Presi-
dent of the United States of America,

ARTICLE V

The permanent secretariat of the league shall be-

established at , which shall constitute the
seat ¢ the league. The secretariat shall comprise
such secretaries and staff as may be required, under
the general direction and control of a secretary-
general of the league, who shall be chosen by the
executive council; the secretariat shall be appointed
by the secretary general, subject to confirmation by
the executive council,

The seg@etary genoral shall act in that capacity
at all meetings of the *body of delegates or of the
executive council.

The expenses of the secretariut shall be borne by
the States members of the league in accord®ce with
the apportionment of the expenses of the interna-
tion bureau of the Universal Postal Union.

ARTICLE VI
Representatives of the high contracting purties and
officials of the lengue when engaged in the business
of the league shall enjoy diplomatic privileges and
immunities and the buildings occupied by the league
or its officials or by representatives attending its
meetings shall enjoy the benefits of extra territoriality,

ARTICLE VII
Admission to the league of States not signatories to
the covenant and not named in the protocol hereio as
States to be Invited to adhere to the covenant re-
quires the mssent of not less than two-thirds of the
States represented in the body of delegates, and shall
be limited to fully self-governing countries, including

prent‘rilwcl by the league in regard to its rla\'al and
military forces and armaments.

ARTICLE VIII

- The high contracting parties recognize the prin-
ciple that the maintenance of pesce will require the
redlirtion of national armaments to the lowest point
consistent with national safety and the enforcement
by edmmon action of international obligations, having
specinl regard to the geographical situation and ecir-
cumstances of ench State; and the executive council
shall formulate plans for effecting such reduction.
The executive council shall also determine for the
consideration and ac.ion of the several governments
what military equipment and armament is fair and
reasonable in proportion to the seale of forees laid
down in the program of disarmament; and these lim-
its, when adopted, shall not be exceeded without the
permission of the executive council.

The high contracting parties agree that the man-
ufacture by private enterprise of munitions and im-
plements of war linds itself to grave objections and
direct the exceutive council to advise how the evil
effecis attendant upon such manufacture can be pre.
vented, due regard being had to the necessities of
those countries which are not able to manufacture
for themselves the munitions and implements of war
necessary fer their safety.

The high contracting parties undertake in no way
to concenl from each other the condition of such of
their industries as are capable of being adapted to
warlike purposes or the scale of their armements, and
agree that there shall be fyll and frank interchange
of information as to their military and navgl pro-
Frams.

ARTICLE IX

A permanent commission shall be constituted to
advise the leagve on the execution of the provisions
of Article VIII, und op military and naval questions
generally, \

ARTICLE X.

The high contracting parties shall undertake to |

respect and preserve as against external nggression
the territorial integrity and existing politieal inde-
pendence of all States members of the league. In
case of any such aggression or in case of any threat
or danger of such aggression the executive couneil
shall advise upon the means by which the obligation
shall be fulfilled.
ARTICLE X1

Any war or threat of war, whether immediately
affecting any of the high contracting parties or not,
is hereby declared a matter of concern to the league

and the high contracting parties reserve the right |

to take any action that may be deemed wise and
effectual to safeguard the peace of nations.

It is hereby also declaved and agreed to be the
friendly right of each of the high contracting parties
to draw the attention of the body of delegates or of

the executive council to uny circumstances affecting |

international intercourse which threatens to disturb
international peace or the good understanding be-
tween nations upon which peace depends.

ARTICLE XII

The high contracting parties agree that should
disputes arise between them which cannot be ad-
justed by the ordinary processes of diplomacy, they
will in no case resort to war without previously sub-
mitting the guestions and matters involved either to
arbitration or to inquiry by the executive council and
until three months after the award by the arbitra-
tors or a recommendation by the executige council;
and that they will not even then resort to war as
against @ member of the league which complies with
the award of the arbitrators or the recommendation
of the executive council,

In uny case under this article the award of the
arbitrators shall be made within & reasonable time
and the recommendation of the executive couneil
shall he made within six months after the submission
of the dispute,

ARTICLE XIIL

The high contracting parties agree that whenever |

any dispute or difficulty shall arise between them
which they recognize to be suitable for submission
to ‘arbitration, and which cannot be satisfactroily
settled by diplomaey, they will submit the whole
matter to arbitration. For this purpose the court
of arbitration to which the case is referred shall be
the court agreed on by the parties or stipulated in
any convention existing between them. The high
contracting parties agree that they will earry out in
full good faith any award that may be rendered. In
the event of any failure to carry out the award, the

executive council shall propose what steps can best '

be taken to give efect thereto,

ARTICLE XIV
The executive council shall formulate plans for the
establishment of a permanent court of international
justice, and this court shall, when established, be
competent to hear and determine any matter which
the parties recognize us suitable for submission to it
for arbitration under the foregoing article.

ARTICLE XV

If thers should arise between States members of
the league any dispute likely to lead to rupture,
which is not submitted te arbitration ms above, the
high contracting partics agree that they will refer
